In Intelli­ 
gence, he had with him a fine b ulldog, 
whose puggy and pugnacious counte­

foaalllferous deposit which is found 
near Seef« *ld, in tho Austrian Tyrol. 
The material mined at this place is 
carefully selected as to grade and is 
puhjected to dry distillation. Th« * dla 
tillnte tluiH ob tained is then sulphonat- 
ed and sub sequently neutralized with 
ammonia. 
The finish« <1 product re­ 
sulting from this process is the com 
morcial article known as Ichthyol. The 
exact chemical composition of Ich­ 
thyol has not b een determined."

lic, ju st as the big league draws at­ 
tentio n to day .

The ancient Aztec game was called 
to to lo quo and was play ed In a co urt 
kno wn as a tlachtco , no t so large aa 
the present day diamo nd. The play ers 
were clo thed o nly in a max tlatl o r 
girdle aro und tho lo ins. 
There were pitcher*, but no t catch­ 
ers, and the fielders were few. 
When 
pitched tho ball was struck by an 
upward mo v ement o f the thigh o r el­ 
bo w, acco rding to ho w it was aimed, 
whether high o r lo w. 
After 
being 
struck the Bphere, In o rder to co unt, 
hud to pass thro ugh a ho le In o ne o f 
sev eral sto ne disks hanging Just in 
fro nt o f tho wall o f the co urt.
